“ MacLeod arrived with his armament, 
and landed on the island, but could discover 
no one on whom to wreak his vengeance— 
all was desert.

Eight tons net weight are considered an 
average load for a singls horse on the level parts, 
and parts ascending not over 26 feet per mile, 
travelling 19 or 20 miles per day: 5 tons for the 
parts ascending from 26 to 52 feet, travelling 
10 miles per day ascending, and returning the 
same distance; and 4 tons for the parts ascend- 
ing 52 to 80 feet. 

The estimate of the whole expense, contin- 
gencies included, is $16,434 77 per mile. At 
this rate, the cost of making the road from Bos- 
ton to the border of the state of New York, on 
the line which forms the basis of the estimates, 
would be $2,638,628 64, and of carrying it to 
the city of Albany, $3,254,876 46. The expense 
of transportation from Boston to Albany is.esti- 
mated at $1 59 cents per mile, the road being 
made with stationary powers, and at $1 97, the 
road being made without stationary powers. It 
is estimated that, taking into view the cost of 
transportation, as above stated, the tolls can be 
placed at such a rate, as to reduce the whole 
expense of transportation from Albany, on the 
rail road, below what it now is by sloop naviga- 
tion. The transportation of passengers is also 
made the subject of some calculations, and the 
results are satisfactory. On the whole, the re- 
port exhibits considerations and results as favor- 
able as could have been anticipated, and such as 
ought to urge every friend to the great interests 
of our. commonwealth to give to the great under- 
taking such encouragement, as shall ensure not 
only its commencement but its ultimate success.

MEMOIRS OF VIDOCQ. 





Our first extract describes Vidocq’s attempt to 
escape from the prison of the Bagne, and a fearful 
sketch of the alarming strait in which a fellow- 
prisoner was placed, whose daring led him into 
an adventure of still greater danger. 

As for me, always occupied with the idea of 
escaping from the Bagne and reaching a sea- 
port whence I could embark, I was night and 
day plotting the means of getting away from Bi- 
cetre. I at length imagined that by breaking 
through the quedrangle of Fort-Mahon, and 
reaching the water courses made under it, we 
might, by means of a short mine, get into the 
court of the ideotsI have before alluded to, 
whence there would be no difficulty in reaching 
the outside. This project was executed in ten 
days and as many nights. During the whole 
time-the prisoners of whom we had any distrust, 
were always accompanied by a trusty nan; but 
we were obliged to wait until the moon should 
be on the wane. At length, on the 3d of Octo- 
ber 1797, at two o’clock in the morning, we de- 
scended the water-course, thirty-three in num- 
ber, provided with dark lantherns, and we soon 
opened the subterranean passage and reached 
the court of the ideots. We wanted a ladder, 
or something instead of it, to climb the walls; 
and at Jast got hold of a long pole, and we were 
going to draw lots to decide who should first 
climb up, when a noise of chains suddenly broke 
the silence of night. 

A dog came out from a kennel placed in an 
angle of the court; we stood motionless and held 
our breath, for it was an important moment. 
After having stretched himself out and yawned, 
as if he had only wanted to change place, the 
animal put one foot into his kennel as if about 
to return, and we then thought ourselves saved. 
Suddenly he turned his’ head to the place in 
which we were huddled together, and fixed on 
us two eyes which looked like burning coals. A 
low growling was then followed with barkings 
which sounded all over the place. Desfosseux 
wished to try to cut his throat, but he was of a 
size to render the issue of a contest doubtful. It 
appeared best to us to lie down in a large open 
space, which served as a walking ground for the 
ideots; but the dog still kept up the concert, and 
his colleagues having joined him, the din became 
so excessive that the inspector Giroux, fancying 
something particular was passing amongst his 
ledgers, and knowing his customers, began his 
reund at Fort-Mahon, and almost fell back wards 
at finding no one. At his cries the jailor, turn- 
keys, and guards, all assembled. They soon dis- 
cavered the road we had taken, and taking the [ 
same to get into the court of the ideots, they 
loosened the dog who ran straight at us. The 
guards then entered the place where we were 
with fixed bayonets, as if about to carry a re- 
doubt. _They put handcuffs upon us, the usual 
prelude of any important matter to be done in 
prison; and we then returned, not to Fort-Ma- 
hon, bat to the dungeon, without, however, ex- 
periencing any bad treatment. 

This attempt, the boldest of which the prison 
had for a long time been the theatre, threw the 
keepers into such confusion that it was two days 
before they perceived that one of the prisoners 
of Fort-Mahon was missing: it was Desfosseux. 
Knowing all his address, I thought him at a dis- 
tance, when, en the morning of the third day, I 
saw him enter my dungeon, pale, exhausted, and 
bleeding. When the door was closed on him he 
told me all his adventure. 

At a moment when the guard had seized us, he 
had squatted down in a sort of a tub, probably 
used for baths, and hearing no noise, he had left 
his retreat: and the pele had aided him in climb- 
ing several walls; yet he always got back to the 
ideot's court. Day was just breaking, and he: 
heerd footsteps going and coming in the beild- 
ings. for they are no where earlier than in hos 
pitels. It was necessary to avoid the gaze of 
the turnkey who would soon be in the courts: 
the wicket of a room was half open—he glided 
in, and was-about with much precaution to roll 
himaelf in « large heap of straw; but what was 
his astonishment te see it occupied by a man na-. 
hed, his hair diehevelled, beard long, and eye 
haggered and bloodshot. The medman, for

such he was, looked at Desfosseux with & 


fierce air, then made him a quick sign: and ashe 
stood still, darted at him as if to attack him. 
A few caresses seemed to appease him; he took 
Desfosseux by the hand and made him sit down 
beside him, heaping all the straw round him ia 
the manner and with the gestures of a monkey. 
At eight o’clock a morsel of black bread fell 
in at the door, which he took up, looked at, 
threw into a heap of dirt, and then picked it up 
and began to eat. During the day more bread 
was brought; but as the madman was asleep, 
Desfosseux seized and devoured it, at the risk of 
being himself devoured by his terrible companion, 
who might have been enraged at the abstraction 
of his pittance. At twilight the madman awoke, 
and talked with inconceivable volubility; night 
camé on and his excitement sensibly increased, 
and he began to leap about and make hideous 
contortions, shaking his chains with a kind of 
pleasure. 

In this appalling situation Desfousseux waited 
with impatience until the madman fell asleep 
to go out at the wicket. About midnight, heer- 
ing him move no longer, he advanced one leg 
thea the other, when he was seized by the mad- 
map with a powerful grasp, who threw him 
on the straw and placed himself before the 
wicket, where he remained till day-light motion- 
less as a statue. The next night another attempt, 
and ghother obstacle. Desfosseux who grew dis- 
tracted, employed his strength, and a tremen- 
dous struggle ensued: Desfosseux, being struck 
by his chains, and cevered with bites and blows, 
was compelled to call for the keepers. ‘They 
mistaking him at first for one of the madmen 
who had got loose, were also about to put him in a 
cell; but he managed to make himself known, 
and at length obtained the favor of being 
brought back to us. 

After making his escape from the galley-slaves, 
amongst whom he is doubly ironed, we find Vi- 
docq mixing in a funeral procession, deceiving 
the multitude into a notion that he is one of the 
mourners; and again, in a mysterious rencontre, 
narrowly cscaping capture. 

On reaching the cemetery, I advanced in my~ 
turn to the edge of the grave, and after having 
cast a handful of earth on the coffin, I separated 
from the company by taking a circuitous path. I 
walked on for many hours without losing sight 
of Toulon, and about five o’clock in the evening,

The accounts in the German papers of the 
reverses sustained ey ee ate in their retreat 
into winter quarters have pro gross exagge- 
rations. They could scarcely hope (a duesite a 
second time, and..what they have said, both at 
the commencement of the campaign, and re- 
ceatly, mey serve to correct the public opinion 
as to the Sete dete st the German ones espe- 
cially. Over then the rich capitalists in several! 
cities obtain influence by bribes, and there is a 
concert among these dealers in stock, from Lon- 
don to every other capital, to play off their tricks 
upon public credulity when the thing cam be 
turned to their advzatage. The true state of 
affairs appears to be, that the Russians were so 
long detamed by the stubborn resistance of Var- 
na and Silistria, that the setting in of an carl 
winter has obliged them to retire to the left bank 
of the Danube. Varna only, and the fortress of 
Kalafat, remain to them as the fruit of the cam- 
paign—advantages which have been purchased 
at a very dear rate. Their retreat into winter 
—_— appears, however, to have been con- 
ucted with as little loss as the state of the wea- 
ther and roads would admit. After the army 
had withdrawn from Choumla, it was attacked 
by a chosen body of 8,000 Turkish Horse, who 
are stated, in the St. Petersburg Gazette, to have 
been defeat.«]; after which this corps pursued its 
march, suffering much, however, it is plain, from 
the Russian account, from theecold and rainy 
weather. The troops which had been employed 
before Silistria have withdrawn to their quarters 
ia Moldavia and Wallachia; and that without 
any attempt of the enemy, it should seem, to 
annoy tl By this these provinces will 
be protected from attack by the Turks during the 
winter. This is the state of things. That the 
Turks will be able to sffect much whilst the se- 
verity of the weather continues, is not likely; 
but when the field is open, all will depend upon 
the animus and the preparations of the Russians. 
That their army must be greatly shattered ic 
in; and there are three things on which the 
mperor’ Nicholas will have to meditate,—the 
expense of a new campaign; the vast reinforce- 
ments necessary to undertake it with any pros- 

t of success; and the not very comfortable 
et that, Varna excepted, he has all his work 
to begin - He must begin anew with Si- 
listria; look the formidable Shumla in the face; 
and run the risk of wasting another summer. If 
another plan of operation could be taken, which, 
with less loss of time and men, could bring them 
into circumstances in which they could force the 
Turks into the field, well; if not, the prospect of 
subduing Turkey iqmot one of the brightest.— 
Negociations are active; but then the main party, 
the Turk himeelf, is not likely to consent to any 
thing but the state of things store the war; to 
submit to which would’ be a great humiliation 
for Russia. So the matter hangs. 

All atteropts have failed, it would seem, which 
have hitherto been made to bring the Sul- 
tan to accede to the treaty of London, and to ac- 
knowledge the arrangements as to the Morea. 
The Allies seem to sct their hearts on this, be- 
cause nothing else seems to stand in the way of 
the ambassadors returning to Constantinople. 
They would then, it is supposed, become active 
mediators between the Porte and Russia. Eng- 
land and France, and with them Austria, not 
being displeased to see Russia humbled, and to 
discover that Turkey, with a little assistance 
from them, may, at any time, be made an effec- 
tual barrier against the oe ea of Russian ag- 
gtandizement. If the obstinacy of the Sultan 
prevent this, it will look somewhat like infatua- 
tion, and may lead to singular results. The pre- 
sent hope appears to rest upon this, that the am- 
bassadors have agreed to restrict the limits of 
Greece to the Morea and the Cyclades, which it 
is said in a French paper, they purpose to erect, 
not into an independent state; but into a pro- 
vince, administrated by its own laws, but still 
subject to the Porte. If this be so, they have 
come back to Mr, Canning’s project, only they 
have now the difficulty of bringing Russia to re- 
turn to the status ante bello. 


A correspondent of the Lonvon Courter, 
cautions the editors against the idle decla- 
mations and gross exaggerations of the con- 
tinental papers and their correspondents. 
He says:—*“Almost all the writers for the 
foreign journals are persons ignorant of the 
science of war, and incapable of giving 
souud and propable opinions respecting mi- 
litary operations; bence, the quantity of 
trash which those letters contain. But fur- 
ther than this, they are ignorant of the geo- 
graphy of the country, and carry an aftny 
over scores and scores of miles with as 
much: ease, and in as short a time, as an 
English mail coach. Otherwise, how could 
it have been stated, that the army of the 

Pacha of Wididin had arrived in ten days at 
Silistria, or that the Grand Vizier (who was 
at Aidos on the &th and 9th of November) 
was on the 10th and 11th also at Silistria. 
The Russian and Prussian Gazettes may 
diminish the number of the sick and of the 
slain: but they never lead you astray as to 
the position and movement of the different 
corps.”

In the Hovsr of REPRESENTATIVES, On 
Saturday, the resolution from the retrench- 
ment committee, respecting stationary, was 
laid on the table by a vote of 106 to 62, 
This course was adopted, on motion of Mir. 
Hamttrox, with an understanding that the 
resolution should form one section of a bill, 
about to be reported, for retrenching the ex- 
penses of the House. Mr. WickuirFe, who 
voted with the majority, had opposed Mr. 
Vance's amendinent, prohibiting stationary 
of any kind, and had stated, as a reason for 
bringing forward this matter separately, 
that, as the above abuse was obvious, it was 
supposed a measure to correct it would not 
excite debate, though a general bill might 
have that effect. A certain quantity of sta- 
tionary was necessary, he thought, an; 
ought to be furnished at public expense, for 
public, but not for private, purposes. In 
evidence of this, he held up a bundle of let- 
ters which he had received by that day's | 
mail.

Other bills, 
however, are in progress and preparation, and, J 
tfust, in the course of the next week, that they 
will all be presented to the House, This delay 
no one regrets more than myself, more especial- 
as it resulted from my own absence at the 
early part of the session. It has so happened, 
that the discussion has commenced on one of 
the most inconsidefable items of rétrenchment, 
which the Committee have recommended. Yet, 
he trusted, that minute as was the subject, it 
wtight find its apology in this truth, that, however 
Wrong it might be, that charity should begin at 
home; it was right that retrenchment should do 
so. But he frankly confessed he was greatly 
opposed to a waste of time on one item of the 
retrenchments of this House, when, perhaps, 
the same consumption of time would be sufficient 
for a full consideration of all the savings which 
the Committee designed in their bill to propose 
for the consideration and adoption of the House. 
With thie view he should renew his motion. 

He could not, however, take his seat without 
saying one word to the gentleman from Ohio, 
in relation to one of his complaints against the 
Committee of Retrenchment, when he asks why 
wy have not proposed a reduction of the Presi- 
dent’s salary? Now, Sir, I beg that gentleman 
to understand, that whatever may be the opi- 
nion of the other members of that Committee, 
which I do not profess to know, that, for one, I 
would go with him, heart and hand, in any such 
reduction, which would free the Executive of our 
country from the necessity of keeping a sort of 
public hotel at the public expense, in which he 
was constrained to enter into court mummeries, 
in baffled rivalship with the foreigh Ministers, 
every one of whom, because they were allowed 
more money than himself, beat him in the splen- 
dor and costliness of their entertainment; whilst, 
therefore, we call upen our President to keep 
a public House, for the entertainment of all who 
may come, the salary was too small—he, how- 
ever, would unite with -thoe tleman in any 
proposition he might bring forward to give to 
our Execative the ic consolation of having 
really his owm House, by putting bis salary on the 
footing of the income and living of a private gen- 
ileman, which he thought infinitely more in Som 
mony with our institutions, than the present re- 
lations, which in his expenditures, the President 
was expected to maintain towards the whole of 
the couatry, if they thought proper to visit the 
Seat of Government. 

In conclusion, he would repeat his great satis- 
faction in having so zealous an ally, as the gen- 
tleman from Ohio, in the great cause of re- 
trenchment, and, if it were in order, he should 
be inclined to move that that gentleman be ad- 
ded to the Committee, that they might avail 
themselves still more effectually of his ardor, 
But, at all events, they would count upon him, 
whether they hunted a mouse, or an clephant, 
or even a stared lion from his lair. 

Mr. Vance observed, in reply, that if any 
member of that Committec wes about to resign, 
so as to leave a vacancy, he did not doubt he 
should make a very good substitute. 

Mr. Lonc, who voted against Mr. Ham. 
TON’s motion, said, among ether things, ‘* if 
ecunomy be the object, and the resolution is to 
pass, he thought the House ought to act 
promptly; he was not sure but it would have 
been something more of a saving to the Govern- 
ment, if the resolution had been passed yester- 
day, inasmuch as it had been suggested that 
there had been, in the course of the last even- 
ing, | will not say in anticipation of the passage 
of the resolution, some pretty heavy drafts made 
in the stationary. Should it be postponed a few 
days longer, it would afford ample opportunity 
for all the members to be furnished in the same 
way; consequently it must lose its effects for the 
present Congress.’’ 

Mr. HasstLTon said that it was to economise 
time which in this House was money, (for he 
believed they sat at a cost of some two or three 
hundred dollars per hour, to the People) that he 
made his motion; and because he was satisfied 
that pretty nearly the same amount of discussion 
would take place on this resolution as would be 
likely to ensue on the bill for the whole retrench- 
ment of the House.—He would now renew his 
motion, with a fixed determination not again to 
withdraw it.

But the Morea having been re- 
leased from all dependence upon Turkey, it is 
supposed that the French troops will return to 
France, leaving oaly a sufficient number ta gar- 
rison the forts till the Greeks have beea able to 
raise and discipline a force capabie of defending 
them. The accounts from Toulon state that 
orders have been received for the returm of the 
troops, which bave been followed by other 
orders directing the embarkation of fresh troops. 

The report gains ground that the Marquis of 
Anglesea will resign unless something is done 
for the Catholice—and that quickly. 

Despatches from Lisbon to the 18th, inst. we 
received at the Foreign Office. The government 
had expressed a readiness to meet the views. of 
the British government, and to attend to the re- 
monstrances made by the latter upon the sub 
ject of British persons arrested and in prison.

A letter from Ca- 
diz of December 23d says:—** The Tyitien took 
out a supply of bedding and blankets for five 
tho men, which cannot fail to be very ac- 
ceptable; for those who are encamped on the 
neutral ground are, since the rains especially, in 
a most wretched condition; and to add to their 
misery, the dysentery has attacked them. So 
dreadfully contagious or infectious has been the 
fever at Gibraltar, that there is not one single 
spot that has been exempted from it; evento the 
signal station on the very summit. Almost all 
the medical men have had it severély. Dr. Han- 
nan, Chief medical officer, dead, universally ac- 
knowledged as a man of great talent and devo- 
tion to his professional duties, and deeply regret- 
ted by all on the Rock, ‘Ihe disease is on the 
decline, or rather, there are fewer cases daily; 
bat that is, because, there are fewer subjects 
left to be attacked by it, and the season is now 
too cool to favor the extension of this dreadful 
malady. Algesiras, Malaga, Tarifa, Cadiz, and 
all the adjacent towns and cities, continue quite 
healthy, so prompt were the measures for 
cutting off the communcation with Spain; it 
is said that not a single person was permitted to 
escape from Gibraltar, after the Spanish Physi- 
cians had seén the first case of the fever.’’ 

A letter from Madrid, of Dec. 8, says: ‘* The 
Russian Ambassador, and the United States Mi- 
nister at our Court, have, within these few days, 
had several conferences with M. Salmon, the 
Secretary of Foreign Affairs. It is believed that 
these two Wiplomatists endeavour to renew the 
question of the independence of the rebel States 
of America.’’ 

An article from Barcelona, Dec. 10, says: * The 
rage of the Apostolicals is not yet appeased. Six- 
teen other Constitutionalists in the dungeons of 
the citadel are looking for their last hour, and 
perhaps the execution will take place this day. 
Persecution is the order of the day in Catalonia; 
all passports for foreign countries, and particu- 
larly for France, are refused.

Considering the violence of the gale, and their i ance 
of the coast, it was a providential interference they 
were not wrecked on the nuinerous rocks by which they 
were surrounded. The ship which was se from 
the convoy has not since been heard of.— North Devon 
Journal, Plymouth.
